This was stressed today by J. T. 
Saunders, vice president in charge 
of greight traffic for Southern 
Pacific, in connection with his 
company’s participation n_ the 
fourth annual ‘Perfect Shipping 
and Carful Handling Month,” now 
being observed throughout the 
country. 

The program, Saunders pointed 
out, is sponsored by the thirteen 
Shippers’ Advisory Boards, rep- 
resenting 25,000 shippers and re- 
ceivers of freight in the United 
States, and by the Association of 
American Railroads.

Farm Income Up 
$218,000,000 
Cash Yield for Two Months 


Of This Year Totals 
$1,378,000,000. 


WASHINGTON.—Cash income of 
farmers, the agriculture depart- 
rent reported, totaled $1,378,000,000 
during the first two months of 1940, 
topping receipts of the same 
months last year by $218, 000,000. 

More than half the increase was 
in government benefit payments. 
Income from farm marketings was 
reported to be $1,154,000,000, com- 
pared with $1,064,000,000 in the cor- 
responding months in 1939, while 
payments to farmers who co-operat- 
ed with 1939 crop production control 
programs amounted to $224,000,000, 
compared with $96,000,000 a year 
earlier. 


Peak in January. 


The department said the increase 
in government payments represent- 
ed principally an earlier and more 
rapid movement of subsidies to 
farmers. In 1939 payments did not 
reach a peak until March, whereas 
the peak in 1940 came in January. 

March income, the department 
said, likely will exceed that of the 
same month last year, but not by 
as large an increase as in January 
and February. Market prices of 
principal farm products were slight- 
ly lower in March than in February. 

The department said benefit pay- 
ments in March were likely to be 
smaller than in February and also 
smaller than in March last year,

Tube Under Paris Park to 
Serve Double Purpose. 


PARIS.—Despite the war, French 
engineers under military control 
have sealed and lined a vehicular | 

| tunnel under the heights of St. Cloud 
| park, just outside Paris. 
| Only a little more time is needed | 
| to complete the roadway and light- | 
ing arrangements. Besides being | 
the entrance to the parkway, lead- | 
ing 17 miles into the country to main | 
| highways for Deauville and Biar- | 
| ritz, the tunnel forms the world’s | 
largest and safest air-raid refuge. 
One thousand to 1,500 motor cars | 
and 10,000 people can be accommo- 
dated and still keep a lane of ac- | 
cess and egress open. The mass | 
of earth, stone and concrete above 
it varies from 100 to 300 feet thick. It 
it is more than 3,000 feet long and 
wide enough to take seven files of | 
| cars. In this way it is also one 
| of the widest tunnels of its length, 
comparable in Europe only to the 
tunnel under the Mersey at Liver- | 
pool and another at Antwerp. 
Of course the tunnel was not built | 


for war purposes, as its use was 
restricted to touring cars, but to 


promote automobile and tourist in- | 
dustries. Construction has not been 
retarded by mobilization, but work 
on the reinforced concrete parkway, | 
which in France will be called an 
autostrade, is two months behind.

The map is dotted 
with small circles denoting weath- 
er observation stations. 

Around these the meteorological 
officer draws curious symbols, some 
like musical notes and others like 
signs of the zodiac. They represent 
wind direction and velocity, amount 
and nature of cloud, visibility, baro- 
metric pressure and temperatures. 

So small are these symbols that 
on a square centimeter of this map, 
there is for the trained eye a com- 
plete picture of the local weather | 
conditions of that sector. 

His information complete, the 
meteorological officer is able scien- 
tifically to estimate the future 
weather in his own locality, and 
over the areas where the aircraft 
of his station will have to fly. 

Heavy Responsibility. 

Meteorological officers at coastal 
command stations have a particu- 
larly heavy responsibility, for they 
have to forecast weather in areas 
hundreds of miles from the shores 
of England, which are patrolled by 
reconnaissance aircraft. 

During the severe cold wave the 
coastal command experienced dif- 
ficult flying weather. At a succes- 
sion of ‘‘front’’—meeting places of 
masses of air with different meteor- 
ological properties—aircraft were 
tossed about like corks in a rough 
sea. Snow often formed solid cur- 
tains and clouds extended down to 
sea level. The various types of “de- 
icers’’ were rigorously tested as ice 
formation on the wings was an 
everyday occurrence.
